WASA WHITE OAT. \

The panicle is short and quite small, with very stiff branches. The spikelets tend to 
be three-flowered and the grains are firmly set and do not fail off. 

It yields a wonderfully heavy crop, the straw is of middle height, and very strong. 
The grain is short, plump, thin-skinned and pearly white. Time of ripening medium early. 

This kind is not at all fastidious with regard to the nature of the soil, and will thrive 
w’ell even on light or sandy soils, or vegetable moulds, provided they are in good condi- 
tion. Owing to the prime quality of its grain, it is much in demand by oatmeal manu- 
facturers.

GOLDEN RAIN WHITE OAT. 


The highest record for yield of any white oat on poor oatland. 

The panicle is quite small but well supplied with fine upstanding branches, which 

are closely and uniformly furnished with spikelets. The spikelets themselves are small 
and short with broad glumes, generally only two-flowered. 

The grain, though relativelj^ small, is broad, very full, extremely thin-skinned and 
of a light yellow color. 

This plant has the most abundant shoots of all white oats. The yield is remarkably 
good and it is undoubtedly the earliest w^hite oat. 

The straw is strong and will stand up in the rO'Ughest weather. 

"vv iih regard lu liie quality of soil; Golden Tlahi is*a.n;/thing but c:-'a-^tng. It is 

therefore the right sort for rather light and poor oatlands, of which there are many, 

and it is thus the natural successor of the old common sorts.

VICTORY WHITE OAT. 


The high yield of this varietj'^ is particularly striking on heavy and medium soils. 

The smallish spikelets of this variety bear a certain resemblance in panicle con- 
struction, to the Golden Rain Oat, but it is easily distinguished from the latter by its 
white, slightly bearded (not altogether awmless) grain. The panicle is rather small but 
compact and rich, wflth stiff branches; the spikelets are short, usually only two-kerneled. 

The grain is white of medium size, short and broad. 

The straw is of medium height, particularly firm and elastic. The stooling ability 
is good and the development in the field is remarkably regular and pronounced.

Tlli^^lioots are abundant, the straw i^ > 
very tall and stiff and remains green for a^^png time. ripens later than the preceding*^-' 
sort, about the same time as Tartarian Oats, which, however. Great Mogul seems to be 
destined to replace, especially on clayey soils, as the Tartarian is inferior in all respects.
